‘Indications That an Enormous Vote Will Be

Washington, Nov. 3.—Officials at polft- 
ical headquarters in this city, who have 
not gone home to are anxiously 
discussing the possibilities that today 
may bring forth. The arrangements for 
the returns are complete, and the com- 
mittees hope, at a reasonable hour, to be 
able to have sufficient data to enable 
them to determine the composition of the 
next house of representatives. There is 
no abatement in the enthusiasm which 
has characterized the statements of the 
leade@s at the various headquarters as 
to the results, and all of them confidently 
predict the success of their candidates, 
both on the presidential and congres- 
bional tickets. 

At Democratic headquarters, the offi- 
tials express themselves as absolutely 
contident, first, of the election of Bryan, 
and secondly, of a house of representa- 
tives with a decided free silver majority. 
As to the result on the presidential elec- 
tion, the clabm that Bryan 
will have in the neighborhood of 260 votes 
sure, with the states of Illinois and Iowa 
in doubt, but leaning toward Bryan, 
Ohio, they claim, is also in doubt.

Black that he has never, in any way, 
criticized or made use of any religious 
issue in his campaign, or in any of his 


public business. Every effort will 3e 
made by both parties to prevent the 
throwing away of votes. In 1894, five- 


tenths of one per cent of all the voters 
threw away their votes in the state hy 
defective marking, and in 1895 this was 
increased to 1 4-10 per cent. In New 
York city alone, 10,000 voters last year 
threw away their votes, and every effort 
is being made to prevent a repetition. 


OHIO. 


Cincinnati, Nov. 3.—Although cam- 
paigns usually close on Saturdays be- 
fore election, there were meetings 
throughout Ohio and Kentucky yester- 
day. Numerous silver meetings have 
been held on the streets and in the market 
places of this city during the past two 
weeks. These meetings were more af- 
fective yesterday and last night than 
ever, and much feeling was manifested 
in certain quarters. There is more inter- 
est taken here in the result of the border 
states than in Ohio. The Republicans 
generally concur in the official statement 


McKinley a iarger plurality than it has 
ever given any candidate for president 
or governor, with the single exception of 
Brough’s majority, in 1863, of 101,000. 
While Chairman McConville of the Dem- 
ocratic state committee has given out 
no Official forecast, the Democratic 
managers are claiming an even chance 
on the state, and even on Hamilton 
couaty, which includes Cincinnati.

Both admit that the election of a gov- 
ernor, congressman and legislature is in 
doubt. State Chairman Wiley of the 
Union Republican (Addicks) committee 
Geclares that McKinley will carry the 
state by 2500 plurality, and that the 
Union sate ticket will probably be 
élected. Addicks predicts the triumph of 
the entire Republican “Union” ticket, 
Democratic state Chairman Biggs as- 
ferts that the Democrats will elect a 
governor, congressman and legislature, 
tnd that the electoral ticket is in doubt, 
While County Chairman Cochran says 
the Democratic state ticket will be suc- 
cessful, and Bryan will pull through by 
asmall majority. Mr. Cochran concedes 
the Gold Democrats 600 votes in the state. 


“NEBRASKA. 


Omaha, Nov The Silver Democrats 
fre hopeful, and claim their polls give 
Bryan the state by at least 5000, though 
admitting that the Populist vote will be 
cast largely for Watson. There isacon- 
siderable Middle-of-the-Road element 
in the Nebraska Populist party. Repub- 
lican leaders, who were claiming the 
State by a small majority two weeks 
ago, are now contident that McKinley’s 
plurality will run upwards of 10,000, and 
some even place it as high as 20,000.

In addition to these, the states of Ken- 
tucky, North Carolina and Wyoming are 
in doubt, with chances about even in 
the three states, although the Republi- 
cans of Kentucky claim that the state 
will give its electora! vote to McKinley 
by a majority of not less than 3000. 

“It is proper to give the basis of the 
claims in the disputed states. Advices 
from California, from the member of the 
national committee in San Francisco, 
place the majority in the state at 8000.

Bryan's election, the soutnern states 
with 156 votes, and the states west of the 
Missouri with 61 votes, making a total of 
“17. I have hoped that we would carry 
Indiana, Michigan and Minnesota. I be- 
lieve that we have carried all of the 
southern states, except Maryland, and 
that we have carried all of the western 
States heretofore counted, which leaves 
as, not counting Delaware, which, J 
think, we have ca rried, and which I have 
not heretofore calculated on, 209 votes 
Sne vote we certainly have in Delaware 
and probably three.

“There can be scarcely a doubt of our 
getting Indiana. Under the circum- 
Stances, it seems to me that we are en- 
tirely justified in claiming the election of 
Mr. Bryan, which I do, and I believe that 
the temper of the people is such that they 
will not allow their choice to be defeated 
by tricks and fraud. The statement 
made in the city papers today that I 
have given up the contest, and admitted 
that Mr. Bryan is defeated, indicate a 
deliberate purpose, on the part of the 
papers, as well as the Republican man- 
agers, to create false impressions in the 
n.inds of the people, and lead them tc 
believe that McKinley’s election is ac- 
complished and acquiesced in. I have 
not for a moment acquiesced in Mr. Mc- 
Kinley’s election, and will not until there 
is a material change from existing con- 
ditions. I believe Indiana, and probably 
Michigan, have voted for Mr. Bryan, and 
if either has he is elected.”

So Says Mr. Bryan of the 
American People. 


President-Elec: McKin!ey Congratulates Chair- 


man Hanna and His Associates. 


Senator Jones, chair- 
Democratic national com- 
has conceded Major McKinley's 
election. He left for Arkansas today. 
Last night he issued this statement from 
the national committee: 2 

“The result presidential election 
is apparently no longer in doubt. It has 
been one of the mtests that the 
people have been called on to determine 
years.

were admittedly in doubt, in which we 
knew there had been many frauds, and 
from which there were evidences of tam- 
pering with the returns. It seems now 
to be apparent that, while Mr. Bryan, 
after making the most brilliant cam- 
paign in the history of our country, and 
having carried most of the states claimed 
to be doubtful, has not carried enough 
to assure his success in the electoral col- 
lege. Bryan electors have been chosen 
from all the states south of the Potomac 
end Ohio except West Virginia, and all 
those west of the Missouri except Cali- 
fornia and Oregon. He has 190 electoral 
votes, and this number'may be increased 
by final returns from states yet in ques- 
tion. He has not obtained enough votes 
to carry the electoral college. Thus this 
remarkable campaign closes with the 
election of William McKinley. 

“The result was brought about by 
every kind of coercion and intimidation 
on the part of the money power, includ- 
ing threats of lockouts and dismissals, 
and impending starvation; by the em- 
ployment of by far the largest campaign 
fund ever used in this country, and by 
the subornation of a large portion of the 
American press. 

The president-elect and his party are 
under pledge to the American people 
to continue the gold standard and by 
its operation to restore prosperity to this 
country. As chief executive, Mr. Mc- 
Kinley will have the cordial support 
of the millions of patriotic Americans 
who have cast their votes for William 
Jennings Bryan. They bow to the ma- 
jesty of the office and abide by the result 
with none of the mutterings that would 
have come from the moneyed power, had 
it been unsuccessful. 

They ure confident the gold standard 
cannot give the promised prosperity, but 
will gladly acknowledge it if it comes. 
They will continue the great struggle 
for the uplifting of humanity and the 
maintenance of the dignity of our coun- 
try in the establishment of the Ameri- 
can monetary system. And the Demo- 
cratic party, aided by its political allies, 
will still uplift the bimetallic standard 
and bear it on to victory.” 

Chairman Washburn of the Populist 
national committee late yesterday after- 
noon conceded the election of McKinley. 
“The returns today point to McKinley's 
election,” he said. ‘‘With the states west 
of the Missouri and south of the Ohio, 
we had 209 electoral votes, not including 
Maryland or Delaware.

If we lose 
California or West Virginia or any other 
state, it renders it necessary to carry 
both Indiana and Michigan, which at 
this time does not seem prebable.”

I beg you to accept my hearty 
thanks for your great services in the 
cause of sound money and protection, 
throughout the campaign just closed, 
and gloriously won. They were most 
generous, effective and will receive the 
warm approbation of your countrymen 
everywhere. I will be pleased to have 
you convey to your associates of the na- 
tional committee my hearty apprecia- 
tion of their efficient services. 

“The people, in their majesty, ignoring 
party lines, have declared their detesta- 
tion of repudiation and dishonor, in 
whatever specious guise they may be 
presented. They have, with the sar ¢ 
mighty power, affirmed their devoti a 
te law and order, and their undeviatin 
respect for justice and the courts. They 
have maintained their unfaltering ¢ - 
termination to support and uphold te 
constituted authorities of the country, 
and have thereby given new vigor and 
strength to our free institutions. They 
have, indeed, again consecrated them- 
gelves to our country and baptized the 
cherished ordinances of free government 
with a new and holy patriotism.

Bryan Says That the Great Fight For Free = ae

Lincoln, Neb., Nov. 6.—‘“Ths 
just commenced.” Thus spoke 
J. Bryan last night, when aske 
considered that the result of the election 
had been a serious blow to the cause of 
bimetallism. He had just sent a message 
to Major McKinley, conceding his elec- 
tion, and tendering his congratulations. ¢ 
Mr. Bryan surrendered at 8:20 o’clock 
He had just received the signal, and re- 
eponded, within the next 10 minutes, with 
a@ telegram to his successful rival. This 
signal was a brief message from Senator 
Jones, chairmarf$of the national Demo- 
cratic committee, informing him that he 
did not consider it wise to longer with- 
hold the concession of McKinley's elec- 
tion. This -message was received by 
Mr. Bryan a few minutes after he had 
returned, with his wife, from an evening 
stroll, and in the presence of a dozen 
callers, gathered in the parlor and read- 
ing room of their residence. The receipt 
of the telegram created no scene what- 
ever, and one unacquainted with the 
facts would never have suspected from 
the surface indications the importance 
of the occasion, mor that the chief actor 
in the drama had more than a passing 
interest in it. He handed the telegram 
to Mrs. Bryan, who was standing near 
him, and without a word, except to ex- 
plain the purport of the message, sat 
down at his desk and penned the folluw- 

ing telegram for Mr. McKinley:

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NEW FIRE STATION 


Wollaston Objects to the 
Location Reported. 


Believes It Would Not Give Good 
Fire Protection. 


Many Reasons Why It Should be 
Located Nearer. 


The opposition at Wollaston over the 
location of the proposed new central fire 
station in Atlantic near the corner of 
Squantum and Hancock streets seems to 
be based on the fact that the losses in Wol- 
laston during the past three years have 
been $25,620 against $16,065 at Atlantic; 
that the distance from the new station to 
the Wollaston hotel via Hancock street 
will be 5,400 feet and via Farrington 6,990 
feet; that the lot is 1,600 feet across the 
ward boundary line into Atlantic, leaving 
Wollaston practically unprotected; that 
the growth of Wollaston the next five years 
will be on Beale street and its tributaries 
towards the Milton line; that the request 
for this station came originally from Wol- 
laston people and has been repeatedly 
urged by them in public before either 
Chief Ripley or Chief Williams recom- 
mended it in their reports, and that to pro- 
pose to locate it almost in the heart of 
Atlantic is unjust to Wollaston. 

The intersection of the ward boundary 
line and Hancock street, or in that vicinity, 
would seem to be the proper place to locate 
it, as that is the geographical centre of the 
two wards,—Neponset river on the north, 
Norfolk Downs on the east, Central avenue, 
Wollaston, on the south, and Bellevue 
park on the west, all being equal distance 
from this intersection. Wollaston deserves 
a little better consideration at the hands of 
the Committee on Finance, who now have 
the matter under consideration, than the 
Committee on Fire Department gave to 
her interests, In justice to Atlantic’s pub- 
lic-spirited citizens it should be said that 
they were not responsible for this very 
partial location, and were undoubtedly as 
much surprised that such a site should 
have been selected, as the Wollaston 
people were. ‘

Washington, Noy. 6.—Speculation 1s 
already rife as to the probable makeup 
of the McKinley cabinet. In speaking of | 
the men who will probably be selected, 
one of the first names that occurs to 
one’s mind is that of Thomas B. Reed of 
Maine, and the office with which his name 
would be naturally associated is that of 
secretary of state, 

The selection would be natural enough, | 
and would be sanctioned by precedent, | 
but there are many who hold that Reed 
Would not accept any place in the cab- 
inet, and that the speakership would | 
have greater attractions for him. The} 
next congress is expected to be one of 
important legislation, and it is not im-| 
possible that the Republican majority 
will be a small one. In such a case, the} 
party will recognize the necessity of Mr. | 
Kieed’s strong hand to keep the members 
in line and sustain the policy of the ad- 
ministration. 

Reed would undoubtedly chafe under | 
the formality of the rules in the state} 
department, and many who are his| 
friends say that his te ape rament is not} 
adapted to that office; that he is more | 
apt to be outspoken than diplomatic, | 
Which might prove a handicap to him. 

In case Reed was out of the race, the} 
most likely candidate for the office of| 
secretary of state is said to be John Hay |} 
of Washington, who was one of Presi- 
dent Lincoln's private secretaries. Heis 
an intimate friend of McKinley, and his 
claims are said to be very favorably con-| 
sidered by him. The name of Chauncey 
M. Depew has also been mentioned for 
the place. 

There are also many who think Sen-} 
ator Lodge of Massachusetts would be a 
very desirable selection for secretary of 
state. This is especially the view of 
those who desire a vigorous foreign 
policy. But there are who think 
Lodge would prefer a mission to the 
court of St. James. | 

Senator Allison is also looked upon as 
a strong man for secretary of state. His 
Statesmanship is unquestioned, and his 
splendid service in the senate would well 
warrant the promotion. He is a western 
man, but favorably known to the whole 
country, and his counsel, as premier, | 
would be a bulwark to the administra-| 
tion,

COURT BUSINESS. | 


A Busy Year at the Quincy Tribunal | 


of Justice. 


John P. S, Churchill, clerk of the East 
Norfolk District court at Quincy has sub- 
mitted his annual report for the court 
business of the the year ending Nov. 1, the 
summary of which is as follows: 

CRIMINAL CASES—adultery, 9; bastardy, 
12; violating city ordinances, 31; assault, 
130; threats, 13; breaking and entering, 
43; embezzlement, 10; larceny, 74; mali- 
cious mischief, 25; trespass, 11; cruelty to 
animals, 12; disturbing the peace, 67; 
drunks, 516; violation of liquor laws, 52; 
violation of Lord’s day, 11; neglecting 
family, 8; unlicensed peddling, 11; neglect- 
ing children, 10; riding bicycles on the 
sidewalk, 14; forgery, violating lobster 
law, frightening birds, abduction, rescuing 
prisoner, stealing ride, receiving stolen 
goods, rape, libel, and robbery, one each; 
concealing leased goods, selling oleomar- 
gerine, truancy, fast driving, violating 
tobacco law, disturbance in public convey- 
ance, unlawful cohabitation, indecent ex- 
posure, idle and disorderly persons, unli- 
censed dog and common brawler two each; 
obtaining money by false pretenses and 
fornication, 3 each; arson, evading fare 
and disturbing religous meetings, 4 each; 
violating Metropolitan park rules, va- 
grancy and stubborness, 6 each; profanity 
and fraud, 5 each; tramps and building 
fires near buildings, 7 each. 

There were 144 search warrants issued 
for liquors and liquors were seized in 45 
places, all of which were forfeited. There 
were five search warrants for stolen goods 
issued but none were found. 

The total number of cases begun was 
1,152, and the number of defendants 
brought to trial was 1,069; of these 880 
were found guilty and 132 not guilty. 
The number sentenced was 772. 

The amounts received for fines were as 
follows: Quincy, $2,443; Weymouth, 
$704 95; Randolph, $554; Braintree, $271; 
Milton, $273; Holbrook, $427; Cohasset, 
$20. 

The cfticers expenses were as follows : 
Quincy, $995; Weymouth, $589; Ran- 
dolph, $389; Braintree, $151; Milton, 
$195; Holbrook, $181; Cohasset, $29. | 

The receipts from naturalization cases 
were $267; from writs, entries, executions 
and poor debtor process, $583. Amount 
paid in witness fees, $1,397.

He said, toa stranger, the church ap- 
parently owned only what was enclosed in 
the chains, but in reality Temple street 
was but 33 feet wide and the church owned

As a citizen he believed the city should 
accept the preposition of the parish. That 
the improvement would bea thing of beauty 
and an object lesson to all coming into our 
city by train. Not over 500 would be 
personally affected and the street was not 
essential. If there was no street there it 
would be impossible to secure an appropria- 
tion of $10,000 to buy the land. The plat 
put there last year was appreciated, and no 
one would restore the former order of 
things.

The propositions of the parish are as 
follows: 

We will give to the city all our land on 
Hancock and Temple streets outside of 
the posts and chains and of the line indi- 
cated by them, amounting to between 
eleven and twelve thousand square feet 
and worth more than twenty thousand 
dollars. 

We will leave the easterly line of Wash- 
ington street from the fountain to Temple 
street, nearly as at present indicated by 
the fence on that side giving the city the 
privilege of rectifying this line so as to 
make the inclosure symmetrical.” 

In consideration of the above the city 
shall close the roadway and level and grass 
it. It shall inclose the entire triangle then

Court Hears Evidence and Then 
Continues It. 


Henry H. Faxon Alias Joffrey Vincent 
tha Chief Witness, 


Defense Claimed No Sale, 
Government Vice Versa. 


The business men of Quincy predomi- 
nated at the District court this morning, 
the interest being in the trial of J. Leonard 
Burbanks for the illegal sale of intoxi- 
cating liquors to Henry H. Faxon. 

Mr. Faxon, the principal witness for the 
government, testified that on Wednesday 
he heard about this man and finally located 
him in the Adams building. The agent 
readily showed him his samples and Mr. 
Faxon tasted of five different kinds, and 
incidently remarked that he himself had 
sold rum at 50 cents a quart. However he 
liked the taste of the samples and pur- 
chased a quart of gin, a quart of angelica 
wine and a quart of Medford rum, paying 
the agent $2. Mr. Faxon gave his name 
as Jeffrey Vincent and took areceipt in 
that name the understanding being that 
the goods should be sent by express. 

The defendant offered no defense, his 
counsel claiming that po sale had been 
made as no goods had been delivered. 

Counsel for the government claimed there 
was a sale as the contract called for the 
delivery of the goods in Quincy. If the 
goods were to be sent from Boston at Mr. 
Faxon’s risk then the sale was in Boston 
but as they were to be sent at the agent’s 
risk the sale was made in Quincy. 

The court continued the case for judg- 
ment until next Wednesday.

He also declares that his | 
book cannot be tried by any other rule | 
than by that given by John Wesley | 
himself—to wit, “the Scriptures and | 
common sense.’’ 

Dr. Robins’ friends have also come | 
forward and given a hearty indorse- 
ment. Among them is Dr. f. S. Hop- 
kins, who says, “I know nothing of the 
merits of the discussion, but I would 
rather take Jobn Robins’ opinion on 
theology than that of any of his critics,’ 

Dr. Robins was born in Putnam coun- 
ty, Ga., Sept. 21, 1851. His parents | 
were of Scotch descent and of religious 
inclination, and he was brought up in 
an atmosphere of Christianity and the- 
ology. Neverthelexs, after he had been 
graduated from Emory college, he de- | 
termined to take up Jaw asa profession, 
and in 1873 he was admitted to the bar 
at Greensboro, Ga. As a lawyer he was 
rapidly winning success when he yield- | 
ed toa strong ‘‘call’’ to the ministry. 
He became a preacher of the gospel in 
1877 and for a number of years occn- 
pied obscure pulpits. Finally, in 1891, 
he was assigned to the First Mr thodist 
eburch of Atlanta and has been in that 
city ever since.
